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New Brockton Man Charged 


With Assault On 


A New Brockton man, 
Johnny B, Harris, age 38, 
was arrested on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, March 20, and charged 
with Assault on a Police Offi- 
cer and Presenting a Firearm 
on a Police Officer. 

According to New Brockton 
Police Chief Gordon Lueck, 
the drama began when New 
Brockton Police Commission- 
er L. A, Adkinson, was called 
to respond to a family dis- 
turbance on Morton Street. 
When Commissioner Adkin- 
son, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Bobby Whigham, ar- 
rived at the scene, they dis- 
covered that Harris had barri- 
caded himself behind his home 
and was armed with at least 
one firearm, Harris was in 
a grown-up area near an old 
shed, and was barricaded 


from anyone trying to ap- 


proach the area, 

Chief Lueck was in Enter- 
prise working on a juvenile 
case when the officers radioed 
in of the problem, and Lueck 
radioed for everyone to leave 


Harris alone until he could 
arrive at the scene. 
After arriving, Chief 


Lueck shouted to Harris and 
asked if he could approach 
unarmed to talk things over. 
Lueck walked up to Harris 
and began talking, while 
Harris reportedly pointed a 
loaded shotgun at the chief, 

After approximately 15 
minutes of talking, Harris was 
persuaded to unload the shot- 
gun, but he kept a 22 rifle 
loaded and at his side, Chief 
Lueck reported it was obvious 
that Harris also had a large 
knife in his pocket, 

During the time 
was talking with Harris, law 
enforcement officers from 
Elba, Enterprise, and the 
Sheriff’s Department, as well 
as a_ forest ranger 
circling the area, 
reportedly spotted the offi- 
cers and reloaded the shot- 
gun. 
officers to back away, and 
again tried to convince Harris 
to give himself up. 

After approximately 30-40 
minutes of talking, Harris 
agreed to come to the 
Brockton Police Station, but 
only if he could come in his 
ear. Harris then drove to 
the police station, with his 
guns on the seat near 

Harris entered the station, 
which had been emptied ex- 
cept for law officers, and 


left his guns in the car. When 
Chief Lueck told Harris he 
‘would have to go to Elba and 
talk with the sheriff, Harris 
attempted to escape and re- 
fused to be handcuffed.

sically subdued Harris in the 
hallway of the station, he was 
handcuffed and prepared for 
transfer to the County Jail, 
in Elba, Chief Lueck added 
that after Harris was hand- 
cuffed, the man shouted, “If 
I get out of jail, I’ll killyou!l”’ 

Harris was taken to the 
County Jail and is being held 
on $5,100 bond, Chief Lueck 
told THE ELBA CLIPPER 
that his department had re- 
ceived complaints lately that 
Harris had become violent 
and neighbors had expressed 
a fear of the man, Lueck 
had talked with Harris’ father, 
but the Chief reported that 
Harris refused te talk,

The Elba Police Depart- 
ment was kept busy last 
weekend as it responded to 
a stabbing on Saturday night 
and a.beating on Sunday 


night, but oddly enough, both 
victims refused to file ; 
arrest’ warrants’ against. ~~ 


their assailants. 

The stabbing took place at 
Mulberry Heights gym at 
8:41 p.m., and Willie Lewis 
Wilson was rushed to Elba 
General Hospital with severe 
wounds, Wilson was trans- 
ferred to Southeast General 
Hospital, in Dothan, where 
emergency surgery was per- 
formed, Wilson, age 30, 
was stabbed in the chest, and 
the knife reportedly pierced 
a lung and the heart, Sev- 
eral people were near the 
scene of the stabbing, but 
apparently no one saw who 
attacked Lewis, Lewis later 
refused to press charges 
against his attacker. 

Sunday night, March 18, 
at 8:35 p.m,, police were 
called to the home of Ms, 
Betty Jean Magwood, who had 
been beaten over the 
with a pistol. Ms, Magwood 
suffered numerous _ bruises 
and head lacerations and 
was taken to Elba General 
Hospital, where she was 
treated and released. Police 
authorities reported that 
Magwood apparently got in an 
argument with a male com- 
panion and was attacked, Ms. 
Magwood refused to press 
charges,

Board has prepared a mas- 
ter plan for the construction 
of a new high school and 
junior high school. The 
plans were drawn by Mr, 
Luther Hill of Montgomery

Council at the regular 
meeting of the Council Tues- 
day night.

The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all mem- 
bers present and voting, The 
first order of business was 
the routine approval of the 
minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, and a report from Mayor 
Robert Folsom on several on- 
going projects. These include 
work on raising the level of 
the levee 14 inches and filling 
a gully at the airport and 
School. 

The Elba School Board 
presented their plan for the 
new school (covered in the ac- 


companying story). 

Members of the Elba 
Masonic Lodge met again with 
the council as requested, and 
discussed both repairing the 
roof and also selling their 
part of the building to the 
City of Elba, The masons own 
the upstairs of the city hall 
building, and both they and 
the city share the repair on 
the roof. The estimates on 
repairing the roof range from 
$30,000 up, but several covn- 
cilmen felt there was some 
misunderstanding and urged 
further checking of this. 

John Frank Hudson pre- 
sented the council with two 
written appraisals on the value 
of the upstairs portion of the 
building and offered to sell 
the city the Masonic part for 
the compromise figure about 
halfway between the two ap- 
praisals. This would cost the 
city $25,000 plus one acre of 
land suitable for building a 


new Lodge home, 
The council took no action 
but promised to continue the 


discussion with the Masons 
later. 
Recregtion Director 


Dennis Smith presented his 
plan for operating the sum- 
mer program to the council 
and asked for permission to 
proceed with it as he had 

outlined, buying supplies 

from the lowest, best sup- 

plier, He announced plans 

for men and women’s soft- 

ball leagues, minor league 

for boys age 7, 8 & 9; girls 

softball, age 10, 11 & 12; 
and the Dixie Youth and Babe 
Ruth programs. He also told 
of plans to open the twoswim- 

ming pools with qualified life 
guards, 

After an hour of heated 
debate between the mayor and 
council and efforts to word a 
motion legally and to every- 
one’s satisfaction, the coun- 
cil did, in fact, approve 
Smith’s plan and authorize 
him to proceed with his work 
and to make the necessary 
purchases through the city 
clerk as he had requested. 

The two-week-old motion 
forbidding any purchase over 
two hundred dollars without 
approval of the council was 
discussed by Councilman D.M, 
English, who was absent when 
the motion was passed, Eng- 
lish felt the motion was illegal. 
No action was taken on this, 
however.

Council and before turning 
the meeting over to Superin- 
tendent Elmer Taylor, noted 
that in his opinion this was a 
great plan and the most pro- 
gressive matter the school 
board had presented in a 
number of years, 

Estimated cost of the 
new facility to compliment 
the gym, new  cafetorium 
and yocational building would 
be $1,599,300, Hill told the 
City Council and visitors 
that the existing cafetorium, 


gym. and vocation building 
were ideally located to 
fit the plan for rebuilding 


the rest of the school and 

look the part of a well plan- 
ned facility. Alternate plans 
shown to the Council would 
cost almost as much and/or 
leave out important parts of 
the total needed facilities, 

One of these plans, de- 
signated Plan B, would use 
the existing auditorium 
and use classrooms for a 
media center (library). Even 
then it would cost $1,343,600. 
Another plan, Plan C, would 
cut the cost to $798,200 but 
would be for the senior high 
and a media center but would 
do away completely with the 
auditorium and would post- 
pone the new junior high. In 
this plan the junior high and 
auditorium would not be built 
until additional funds were 
available. 

The first plan presented 
included over thirty new 
classrooms in the senior high 
and junior high, a media cen- 
ter, auditorium, admini- 
strative offices, rest rooms, 
cover walks, some paving and 
adapting to the three 
buildings 
The new facility would be 
built basically on the same 
places as the existing build- 
ings. It would include 54,480 
square feet of heated floor 
space, 9,408 square feet 
of covered walkways and 
14,800 feet of walks. The 
auditorium would be slightly 
larger than the existing au- 


ditorium. The two class- 
room buildings would be in 
L_ shapes with the media 


to be maintained.

center and auditorium 
located inside these L’s, 
All would be tied to the cafe- 
torium, vocational building 
and gym by covered walk- 
ways, Gates would be instal- 
led at stragic locations to 
close off the interior areas 
when the schools were clos- 
ed, 

Specially equipped areas 
would be constructed for 
biology, physics and chemis- 
try labs and for Art and mi- 
sic, 

The school board has on 
hand earmarked at the state 
level $392,839 of construc- 
tion funds. None of these 
funds are involved in the pro- 
ration that Governor James 


declared for the Alabama 
public schools. Add to this 
the estimated amount that 


could be obtained by “‘calling 
the gasoline warrants’”’.and 

re-issuing bonds on this tax 
and the school would have 
over 600,000 of construction 
funds, However, they report 

having no Scores of addition- 
al funds.

In 
the name of efficiency, and so 
called advancement many far- 
mers say they can not fol- 
low the contour, which is 
the first and most important 
of the conservation practices 
that are recommended topro- 
tect the soil. Technology has 
provided four, six and in 
some areas, eight row 
equipment to farm our land, 

I have heard the statement 
that “I can not follow the 


contour with four row 
equipment,” However, there 
are many who do it very 


successfully. 

Martin Moates, follows the 
contour with all his tillage 
operations, Most of his fields 
have been terraces to elim- 
inate most of the short 
rows, however, he still has to 
plan the best row pattern to 
fit his land, He feels this little 
extra effort is worth the 
topsoil, fertilizer, and 
future production he is saving. 

Kenneth and Karl Sanders, 
Roeton Community, plant 
their crops on the contour, 
and they have proven this 
method can be applied suc- 
cessfully, Ray Barlow, Pine 
Level Community, recently 
reterraced several of his 
fields to best allow for con- 
tour planting because of the 
benefits he sees from it, 

This list can be continued 

with several hundred names 
of successful farmers, so 
many farmers have proven 
that contour farming can be 
used successfully, A well- 
planned row pattern can save 
as much as 12 tons of _ soil 
per acre per year on most 
fields in Coffee County, even 
where terraces already exist, 
A savings of this kind makes 
contour farming one of the 
most important conservation 
practices, 

Many times farmers con- 
fuse contour farming with 
following the terrace exactly. 
The best row pattern from a 
protection standpoint and for 
efficiency may roll the ter- 
race in places, This is fine 
as long as the variance away 
from the terraces is not ex- 
cessive. Study your photos 
and lay out the best pattern 

for your fields. Just as 
irrigation lines and allot- 
ment lines can be planned 
from a photo, so can our 
row patterns.

Beef cattle producers in 


Coffee County have an 
opportunity to increase their 
profits 


through better 
management, Never in the 
of beef cattle 


time. For example, a few 
dollars spent in parasite and 
insect control may mean sev- 
eral dollars extra, A few 
extra dollars spent in keeping 
brood cows in fairly good 
shape during the breeding 
season will result in a calf 
every 12 months rather than 
every 15 months, 

I wonder if many beef 
producers realize that they 
are not selling a 400-500 pound 
calf per year but this much 
weight every 15 months, Why? 
Simply because the cow is cal- 
ving only every 15 months, 
Poor nutrition and longer 
intervals between calving go 
hand in hand, 

How well do you want todo 
in the beef cattle business in 
the years ahead? How well 
you do is going to be largely 
dependent on how well you 
manage because the price is 


right, 


TIMELINESS 

Timeliness of doing things 
on the farm is very important, 
Some farmers are much bet- 
ter at getting land prepared, 
getting things ready for 
planting and actually planting 
than others, All of this is 
part of management, 

P, O, Davis, former direc- 
tor of the ExtensionService at 
Auburn, pointed out that 
getting things done on time is 
very important, For example, 
planting peanuts at about the 
best time can help you get a 
good stand and also control 
weeds and grasses. Growers 
who wait until up in May to 
plant may have difficulty in 
getting a stand of peanuts and 
also in getting the chemicals 
to work properly. 

It is just all part of 
management, Of course, at 
times the weather interferes 
and even excellent managers 
.can’s bring things along as 
they would like to, But the 
important point is to plan and 
try to get things done ontime, 


PRUNING 

Have you shaped up your 
ornamentals at your house? 
What about limbs that need to 
come off pines and hardwoods? 
If you have not pruned and 
have your trees and plants 
the way you want them, you 
need to get this done while 
the weather is still cool. 

January and February 
are good times to do these 
pruning jobs, You will have 
fewer insects and problems 


If You’re In 
Stay, 


than if you wait until out in 
the summer. In fact, I 
wouldn’t do much pruning 
on pines inthe summer. While 
the weather is still cool in 
March, though, you can still 
do some pruning. 

Incidentally, if you have 
some plants that are getting 
too large, don’t be afraid to 
cut them back rather drasti- 
cally if necessary. I see 
ornamentals around homes in 
the county that have gotten 
entirely too large, For ex- 
ample, ornamentals at the 
ends of the house which are 
used to give a framing effect 
are almost up to the roof, 
Generally, these plants should 
not be much over one-half way 
to the edge of the roof, 


GARDENING 

I see a lot of garden 
areas being prepared both in 
the county and in the cities, 
There are so many things that 
you can plant now 
snap beans, pole beans, lima 
beans, cucumbers, eggplant, 
peas and sweet corn, Of 
course, tomato plants can be 
set and watermelons and can- 
taloupes can be planted. I 
would wait until it gets 
warmer to plant okra be- 
cause it does much better in 
warmer weather, 

Be sure to prepare your 
land and plant those vege- 
tables which your family 
enjoys, Get on hand two or 
three insecticides, For ex- 
ample, Malathion is a good 
all-around material for use 
on aphids, red spiders and 
some worm control. Sevin 
is very good for bean 
beetles, worms and other 
insects, :

Health Dept. Feels 


Money Crunch 


Due to the shortage of 
funds and the raat ea 
cutbacks to balance the healt 
department's budget, the fol- 
lowing services will be either 
cut back or eliminated in -the 
following manner, with the 
appropriate personnel laid off 
to balance the budget for this 
year. 


1, The immunization clinics, 
which last year gave over 
11,600 immunizations to the 
citizens of Coffee County, will 
be cut from eight clinics a 
month to two clinics a month, 
with one clinic in Enterprise 
and one clinic in Elba. 
Individuals receiving services 
will be served on a Testcone, 
first-serve basis. This will be a 
reduction from the 11,600 
given, to approximately 2,000 
to be given for this coming 
year. 

2. Maternity Clinics and 
services will be discontinued. 

3. Child Health Clinic and 
services will be discontinued. 

4. The possible discontin- 
uance of issuing birth veri- 
fication and death records, 
Approximately 3,000 of these 
are issued per year. Individuals 
requesting birth verification 
cards will be given a form to 
submit to Montgomery, at the 
fee of $3.00 per issuance, for 


certified birth and death 
records. 
5. The reduction of 


Environmental Protection ser- 
vices by SO percent, “In 
discussing this cutback with 
the Environmental Supervisor, 
said Health Services Adminis. 
trator, Kenneth “Bally “) have 
been informed that restaurant 
and food establish- 
ment inspections will be made 
on a priority basis and that this 
division will not be able to 
maintain the once-a-month 
inspection and adequate sani- 
tary levels of eating establish- 
ments in Coffee County. 
Special restricted schedules 
‘sill be set up for septic tank 
inspections, new construction 
approvals, subdivision 
approvals, water sampling, and 
other developmental policies.”’ 

Ball further stated, ‘‘I 


would like to express again my 
sincere concern for the general 
public’s welfare and safety, 
and the dangers in sanitation 
that will result in these cut- 
backs. Also, effective October 
1, 1979, if the cost factor for 
roviding services continues to 
increase with no additional 
revenue, additional services 
and employee cuts are evident. 
“T would also like to urge 
the County Commission to take 
whatever steps are necessary 
in the funding of .a pliable 
Public Health Depatvndet with 
adequate services and inspect- 
ion protection to insure 
adequate health standards and 
environmental contro! for the 
citizens of Coffee County.’’

County Commission Left Holding Bag On $12,000 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission has been left holdin 
the bag on a controversia 
$12,000 payment to former Tax 
Assessor, Fred Donaldson, fol- 
lowing a ruling by the State 
Revenue Department _ this 
week. It was announced at 
Monday's commission meeting 
that the state had disapproved 
the payment, and that it would 
not pay its share of the bill. 

he $12,000 payment was 
made to Donaldson by the 
county after the former Tax 
Assessor took legal action to 
regain alleged losses he in- 
curred during the property 
reappraisal program. Donald- 
son stated he was forced to 
hire extra help and work count- 
less hours during the re- 
appraisal, {and that all the 
added work caused him serious

financial problems. 

The Commission delayed 
any action on Donaldson’s 
request for several weeks last 
year, but finally agreed on a 
settlement after meeting with 
various county and pA 
officials. The local officials 
said the payment should be 
made and vowed to pay their 
share; however, when the 
county asked the state for their 
standard payment of 1/6 of the 
bill, the State refused and 
announced it had disapproved 
payment. The Commission is 
now left with a $12,000 debt 
that everybody was for, but 
nobody wants to pay!

“The law states you shall 
construct a jail in the Enter- 
prise division,"’ said Rowe, 
‘and you have the power to 
impose a tax to pay for its 
construction. The law states 
clearly that it is the duty of the 
county officials, where ade- 
quate jail facilities are not 
present, to levy a tax to repair 
or rebuild the jail. If the 
Commission fails to levy a tax 
where the jail is not adequate, 
it is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and can be fined." 

Rowe also told the 
Commission that if it held an 
election for the le to vote 
on adding an tional tax to 
repair the courthouses or build 
new ones, the expense of the 
election would be placed on the 
Commission, because ‘You 
already have the power to levy 
such a tax!’’
